Atlanta, Ga., Thifrsday, punctuates a political fight that has 
been raging in Washington ever since the federal government 
revoked the independent Civil Aeronautics Authority and re- 
turned control of flying to the Department of Commerce, a 
political body.

How do the two systems operate— 


Department of Commerce versus Civil 
Aeronautics Authority? 


Well, Mr. Markey in his Liberty 


article says that Department of Com- 
merce investigations of air-line acci- 
dents seldom got down to the true 
facts, and still less seldom produced 
any worth-while corrective action. "It 
was the usual thing," writes Mr. 
Markey, "to blame the pilot if he was 
killed, the structure of the ship if ho 
survived," 


But under the administration of the 


CAA, now unhappily abolished, things 
were diffqrcnt. 
CAA investigators 


were themselves 
former 
pilots or 


technicians. They went to the bottom 
of each crash. They revoked pilots' 
licenses, discharged 
ground 
crews, 


bringing about, as Mr. Markcy terms 
it, "hard-boiled realism in the avia- 
tion business." 


No one at this distance knows the 


true facts regarding this controversy 
in Washington. 


But all of us know one thing: We 


know that American aviation had a 
run of 15 consecutive months without 
a single passenger fatality under CAA 
supervision—and now the march of 
death has been resumed under the 
Department of Commerce. 


The 
facts 
would speak plainly 


enough if this were private business. 


And not even government can long 


contend that any other consideration 
is worth much alongside the safety of 
the flying public.

era it said "our troops are now 
cleaning the surrounding country from 
which the enemy are rapidly with- 
drawing. 


"Prisoners taken during, our ad- 


vance along the coast up to now and 
including the capture of Mogadiscio 
so far number over 9,000 with many 
more surrendering daily. 


"In Mogadiscio itself quantities of 


additional war material have been 
found."

WASHINGTON — There's an up-to-lhc-minuto reason why girls leave 


home these days. It's wartime Washington—instead of Broadway or Holly- 
wood that draws them. 


The defense program has enlisted more than 25,000, most ot them wo- 


men, 
in the past year, piling them in on top of the 130,000 already on the job. 


And they are coming'in at the rate of 100 a day. 


Most of the women who have joined this civilian army are between 25 


and 30, and come from small towns in the midwest nnd southern states. 


They arc typists, clerks and stenographers. They earn from 51200 to ?1400 a 


year, and spend less of it on foolishness than you might think. 


Their working hours arc from 9 to 4:30 with Saturday afternoons off, and 


26 days annual leave. Washington is itself an overgrown small town, and 
young people who come here find the night life isn't much more exciting 
than it was back home. 


In their spare time they swim, bowl, and ice skate. On Sundays they 


visit nearby Mount Vernon, look at the city from the top of the Washington 
monument, go down the Potomac on excursion steamers. 


You almost have to be a cousin of the landlady to get a room in down- 


town Washington rooming houses these days. With 2 meals a day, a room, 
if you can get one, casts about ?40 a month. You share a bath with from six 
to ten other roomers. Sometimes three young rrien or young women club 
together and take a two-room flat with kitchenette, which rents for about 
?50 a month.

Your-Rodio Dial Will Be 
Given a New Twist March 29

Fifty million radio push-buttons are 


going to be wrong. 


At 3 a. m. on March 29, 795 of the 


883 standard broadcast radio stations 
in the U. S. will shift'their frequenc- 
ies to ne wassignments recently al- 
located to them, by the Federal Com- 
munications Commission. 


To millions of radio owners who 


find their favorite stations by twist- 
ing a knob, the change will in most 
cases mean merely twisting 
to a 


slightly higher point on the dial. To 
some 10,000,000 .other radio set own- 
ers, whose tuning in the pa$ has 
consisted simply - of pushing a but- 
ton, the change will mean a: a screw 
driver, a mechanical mind, and- the, 
ability to follow fairly easy direc-! 
tions; or b; a visit from the radio 
repair man.

Reducing Interference 


The changes are being made in con- 


formity with Mexico's ratification last 
year of the North American Regional 
Broadcasting Agreement, reached at 
Havana in December 1937, The agree- 
ment, signed by Canada, Cuba, Mex- 
ico and the U. S., was designed to per- 
mit the 1300 North American stations 
"to operate simultaneously with a 
minimum of interference." 


Because Mexico's high-powered sta- 


tions may be used under the agree- 
ment only to serve "Mexixcan na- 
tionals," certain objectionable broad- 
casters;, many of whom went to Mex- 
ico after being barred from the Amer- 
ican air for undesirable programs, 
will have their power materially cul 
down, if they not completely put 
out of business.
